Edward VIT. England’s dead ruler 
was greatly 
beloved by bis peoplo 
being one of the most popular kings 
England ever had. 
Edward was king of the 
I’nited 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and the British possessions beyond'he 
sea, defender of the faith. Emperor m 
India, field marshal, honorary ad In 
t;uit. honorary colonel of tn - cavair* 
of the guard, colonel in 1 he ! of

King Edward on the throne of Eng­ 
land did not merely fulfill the expecta­ 
tion often voiced ¡11 the realm during 
his long years as heir apparent; he 
excelled in his services as monarch 
the hopes that were based on his en­ 
gaging personality, his sense of th*- 
dignity of kingship, from which he 
never permitted a lapse e\en in his 
most democratic moments, and his 
wide experience of public affairs and 
general sound sense. 
His Work For Peace. 
In his short reign of little more 
than dine years he set his stamp on 
the face of Europe and in a general 
way on the affairs of the world. 
Al­ 
though the constitutional sovereign ot 
Great Britain has less actual power 
than 
the 
president of 
the 
Lnitel 
States. Edward, by his tactful activity 
large views and keen interest in pub­ 
lic m atters wrought new alliances of 
friendship and of policy, and mad** | 
peace where there was actual It'ctioii 
and where war was often looked lor 
He did this to the intense salisfac 
tion not only of England but of the 
greater part of the world. 
Were tin* tules of earlier centuries 
still popular he might go down to 
history as Edward the Peacemaker, or 
he might be known as Edward the 
Tactful. 
He turned the traditional 
enmity of France toward England into 
som ething like a real friendly under­ 
standing; he brought about better re­ 
lations 
with 
Spain 
and 
between 
France and Spain 
He won the friend 
ship of Italy 
He brought England 
and Russia into close relations after 
Russia’s defeat by the Japanese, and 
after accom plishing the feat, of isolat­ 
ing Germany, through his chain of 
International

Germany was generally regarded as 
the most likely of all the powers to 
precipitate a war, he rounded up his 
work by endeavors that were more 
or less successful to bring about that 
friendly feeling between England and 
Germany itself.
